Mr. T. C. Cromwell, politic- 
al writer for the Cincinnati 
Enquirer in Kentucky, and a 
supporter of Mr. A. O. Stanley 
for the Senatorial nomination, 
in his letter Sunday concedes 
ex-Governor Beckham's nomi- 
nation in August.

Although the City Council at its 
regular meeting last night was ready 
to receive bids for the reconstruction 
of Main street none were presented 
to the Board, but it is probable that 
within the next few days bids for 
the work will be submitted by several 
different construction firms and will 
be taken up at a special meeting of 
the Council to be called by Mayor 
Hinton. 

Several firms have signified their 
intention of bidding on the work of 
resurfacing the Main street with ma- 
terial best suited for travel, and May- 
or Hinton received information yester- 
day that the bid of one firm would 
be put in his hands to-day. 

The Council took up the matter of 
granting licenses for the year required 
on such businesses as specified in the 
ordinance passed at the last meeting 
in April. There were several rejec- 
tions for restaurant Heense and one 
pool room was refused, while Max 
Munich who applied for a license to 
conduct a junk yard was also refused 
by the Board. Munich presented a 
petition to the Council signed by sev- 
eral property owners on Eight street 
and vicinity, in which no objection 
was voiced. The license was refused 
upon the grounds that at the last 
term of Circuit Court he was fined $50 
for maintaining a nuisance and an in- 
dictment against the city was return- 
ed by the grand jury for suffering a 
nuisance. 

James E. Craven was granted a 

license to conduct a r'estausant .on 
Main street. T. F. Brannon, who ap- 
plied for a licens to conduct a restaur- 
ant in connection with his saloon was 
also refused. Henry Field was grant- 
ed a license to conduct a restaurant 
on Eighth street. Ed. Parker was re- 
fused to a license to conduct a res- 
taurant on Eighth street. Ratliff & 
Reed, granted a license to conduct a 
restaurant at the L. & N. depot. Jas. 
J. Curtis, who applied for restaurant 
license was refused. W. S. Orr and 
Hammond Bros., restaurant on Tenth 
street, granted license. Paul Hanley, 
restaurant on Main street, granted. 
Paris Billiard Co. granted license to 
conduct pool room at the corner of 
Main and Fifth streets.

WHOOPING COUGH. 



Farmers who contemplate the rais- 
ing of sheep on their farms are urged 
by the United States Department of 
Agriculture to give considerable 
thought to the selection of a breed. 
In all there are thirty breeds of im- 
proved sheep that have been brought 
to fixed types. Of these twelve are 
already well established in the United 
States and others are gaining in pop- 
ularity. Each has its own points of 
superiority and the farmer must be 
guided in his choice by the individual 
conditions, bearing in mind, however, 
the fact that any breed is superior to 
no breed. 

Although it is hardly to be expected 
that every farmer in a neighborhood 
will select the same breed of sheep, 
there are several advantages to be 
derived from a number doing so. For 
example, new rams can be purchased 
for the common benefit when any in- 
dividual owner might well hesitate at 
the expense, and if the lambs are 
ready in large numbers for market 
at the same time, they may be shipped 
cheaply by the carload of the buyers 
may find it "worth their whil eto come 
after them. 

In selecting a breed it should be re- 
membered that no system of sheep 
farming is likely to be long success- 
ful which leaves out of account either 
wool or mutton. One or the other, 
however, may well be emphasized ac- 
cording to local conditions. Thus if 
pasturage is sparse, feed expensive 
and marketing arrangements poor, 
wool will naturally be the first con- 
sideration. On the other hand, where 
condition are more favorable, a breed 
will be selected for its mutton qual- 
ities. Even then, however, there is a 
wide latitude of choice.

SAN DIEGO, CAL., May 13.— With 
the formal acceptance by San Diego's 
Panama-California Exposition of the 
work on the big Southern California 
building, the progress of the construc- 
tion on the grounds has received a 
strong impetus. 

This structure, representing the 
seven southern counties of the State, 
is the first of the county or State 
buildings to be completed. It is an 
impotant feature of the entire archi- 
tectural scheme, standing dominantly 
almost at the east entrance to the 
grounds, on the spot where the vis- 
itors will continue straight ahead 
down the Isthmus, where lie the 
amusement concessions, and the Ala- 
meda, along which are scattered the 
outdoor exhibits, or turn to the west 
and proceed down the Prado. 

The exposition buildings along the 
Prado are rapidly approaching com- 
pletion. The Home Economy, Arts 
aland Crafts and Science and Educa- 
tional buildings are already finished, 
and theplaster is now going on the 
Foreign Arts, Botanical, Commerce 
and Industries, and varied industries 
and food products buildings. The ad- 
ministration building, the fire station 
and the hospital, of course, have long 
been occupied. 

But all these buildings are those of 
the main Exposition. The signifi- 
cance of the smooth, clean floors and 
walls of the Southern California 
building is that here is the first of the 
State and county buildings to make 
its formal bow to the world. It her- 
alds the completion of the other State 
and county buildings, mainly to rise 
about the Plaza International and on 
the plateau lying between the Cab- 
rillo and Espagnol canyons, dedicated 
to the work of bringing before the 
world the unlimited possibilities of 
the great West. 

In this great group the buildings of 
the San Poaquin Valley and the State 
of New Mexico are already well ad- 
vanced. The latter is a reproduction 
of the great adobe mission at Acoma, 
built in 1699 to replace the first 
church, dating back to 1629 .when 
Fray Juan Ramirez, began his long 
residence in the pueblo. The repro- 
duction stands at the edge of the Cab- 
rillo canyon overlooking the laguna 
and the lofty Puente Cabrillo of the 
seven arches. 

As the new buildings approach com- 
pletion, plans will be made for cere- 
monies similar to those attending the 
acceptance of the Southern California 
structure. For this occasion there 
came the supervisors of the seven 
counties, the Exposition officials and 
many members of the San Diego 
Chamber of Commerce, all to sit 
about the table in the main hall for 
the first formal luncheon served in 
such a building. The installation of 
the 'exhibits will start shortly, to be 
finished probably by September, that 
the flowers and vines may be fully 
grown by the time the Exposition 
opens on January 1, 1915, to continue 
through the year. 

The Rotary Clubs of California 
have taken up the idea of Fred Gold- 
ing of the Los Angeles Rotary Club 
and joined enthusiastically in the por- 
gram for telling the East, Canada and 
Great Britain about the Panama-Cal- 
ifornia Exposition. The program is

I and tobacco. The whisky is a better 

risk, he said, and outside companies 
will take this, when they will not take 
a chance on a merchant's stock of 
goods or tobacco or real estate risks. 
There are less than a dozen brokers' 
licenses issued in Kentucky. 

Thelast act passed by the General 
Assembly was designed to alleviate 
an anticipated situation such as con- 
fronts Kentucky now. It authorizes 
Kentucky companies to reinsure their 
risks in foreign companies not licens- 
ed to do business in the State, sub- 
ject to the approval of the State In- 
surance Department, and on condi- 
tion that the Kentucky company pays 
the 2 per cent, premiunm tax. This 
practically expands the capacity of lo- 
cal companies for handling the busi- 
ness to the extent of the added re- 
sources of the underwriting company. 
How far this will go toward taking 
care of the risks remains to be seen. 
There are seven stock companies in 
Kentucky, either authorized to do bus- 
iness or in process of organization; 
three mutual and vwenty-six assess- 
ment companies, according to the last 
report of the Insuarnce Department. 



Certificates of authority of all the 
foreign fire insurance companies to 
do business in Kentucky will expire 
June 3o, the close of the fiscal year. 
These certificates are renewed annu- 
ally by the State Insurance Depart- 
ment without application if the com- 
panies have complied with the laws 
and are considered financially sound. 
There has been no intimation of any 
intention of the insurance depart- 
to refuse a certificate to any of 
which have not volun- 
tarily asked for the cancellation of 
their certificates, and as their agents' 
have expired many of the 
lies which gave notice that 
they had suspended writing business 
in Kentucky have applied for the re- 
newal of their agents' licenses. It is 
intimated as unlikely that the present 
situation will be further aggrevated 
by drastic action in regard to non- 
compliance with the regulations of 
the rating board when the time comes 
for renewing certificates of^ author- 
ity to do business. 

Distilleries are experiencing little 
trouble in securing insurance on their 
warehouse stocks, according to the 
bankers. Brokers, who give bond to 
secure the premium tax, are author- 
ized to insure risks in unauthorized 
companies, and a Frankfort broker 
said that he had placed hundreds of 
thousands of dollar? worth insurance 



WASHINGTON, May 10 —After i 
observing patients who have been | 
treated with Dr. Frederick F. Fried- ! 
mann's vacine for fourteen months, 
Dr. Manheimer, of New York, declar- j 
ed that this so-called cure for tuber- j 
culosis has exhibited neither cura- 1 
tive nor preventative powers. He ! 
made his report before the clinical 1 
section of the National Association 
for the Study and Prevention of Tu- i 
berculosis,.now in session here. 

"In March, 1913," said Dr. Man- 1 
himer, "eighteen patients were treat- 
ed under my supervision. Of these 
fifteen can be followed up, and of 
that number three are dead. The 
number of injections in these cases 
were one, two and four respectively. 
Of the remaining twelve patients, ten j 
received one, and two received four 
injections. Five of the ten patients 
who received one injection developed 
absesses at the site of the injection 
and were, therefore, unsuitable for 
further injections, according to the in- 
ventor. The other five patients were 
not reinjected, either because they 
did not see the improvement they 
had been led to expect or because 
they had become worse and had lost 
confidence In Friedmann. As to their 
present condition,, five of them are 
now unchanged and five are worse 
than a year ago. 

'One patient who had four injec- 
tions feels well and presents sijjns 
of an arrested lung process, but he 
has not gained in weight and has de- 
veloped a new tuberculosus process 
in another part of the body. 

"The second patient with four in- 
jections has tuberculosis of the knee 
joint and is now decidedly worse than 
before. 

"The infiltrate of the fourth injec- 
tion broke down and discharged pus. 

"Where absesses resulted at the 
site of the first injection, the vac- 
cine apparently produced on additon- 
al harmful efiect. The disease re- 
mained uninfluenced. 

"Friedmann neglected to prevent 
absesses formation, although he 
claimed to know how. To be very 
charitable, one might judge from one 
single case, that decided natural heal- 
ing tendencies, aided by common 
sense treatment, will not be hindered 
by the remedy. 

"When in a quiescent case the first 
subjective and objective symptoms 
of a new outbreak appear, and one 
naturally wishes to check it, the rem- 
edy is absolutely worthless for that 
purpose. It cannot prevent the ten- 
dency to spread, if a case is so dis- 
posed. The method of its administra- 
tion has been anything but careful 
and intelligent. For these reasons, 
and on account of the absence of cur- 
ative and preventative powers in this 
series, it cannot be recommended.'

| into the city and killed a thousand 
; Mexicans." 

| He paused and there was silence, 
1 save for the creak of the pencil on 
I paper. In the next room* his daugh- 
Iter, herself an elderly woman, was 
; moving quietly about, preparing din- 
ner. 

1 "That was real fighting," he went 
on presently, "when Winfield Scott 
\ was our leader — Winfield Scott, and 
J before him old Rough-and-Ready 
1 Zach Taylor. To be sure, it was a 
I long time ago. I am an old man now 
' — most ninety years — but 1 will never 
forget the day — the 29th of March it 
'was, in 1847— when General Morales 
and his men marched out of the Gate 
of Mercy and stacked their arms at 
the edge of the hills behind the city, 
and how we went down there to the 
old castle and the forts to look over 
the destruction our shell had done." 
Old Jeremiah Albee shook his white 



decided to land the troops dowli the 
beach two or three miles from the 

city. They had not been decided up- 
on when Commander Connor had been 
requested by 'Old Rough-and-Ready' 
Zachary Taylor to pick out the best 
place for disembarking. 

"I remember the first meeting be- 
tween General Taylor and Commo- 
dore Connor. The Commodore was 
always known as a great dandy — one 
who was always scrpulously dressed 
in full uniform. On the other hand, 
'Rough-and-Ready' dug down into his 
I dom more than half dressed at anj* 
time. But knowing Connor's name as 
a sticker for military formality, old 
j Rough-andReardy' dug down into his 
trunk and got out a worn and tar- 
nished full-dress uniform, which he 
got into for the reception of the Com- 
modore, getting the waistcoat on in- 
side out and buttoning the second but- 
ton of the high-standing collar in the 
fourth buttonhole. Then he sat down 
in quite discomfort to await the arri- 
val of Commodore Connor. 

"Well, the Commodore, also wish- 
ing to be polite, knew the hatred of 
'Rough-and-Ready' for formality and 
dress, so, instead of putting on his 
usual elegant suit, he got into a pair | 
of ovealls and an old jacket, and in 
this rig called unattended at Taylor's 
tent. The story got about, and was a 
great joke for a long time. 

"But to get back to our landing. It 
was a beautiful day, the sun was 
brightly reflected from the white 
roofs of Vera Cruz in the distance. 
The water was deep blue, and the 
spirits of our boys were high. Under 
cover of a fire of shells from the gun- 
boat Vixen, just as our men landed | 
last week under the Prairie's fire, we

acteristic manner he told of the land 
ing of the United States troops on 
Callado Beach, near Vera Cruz, and 
contrasted that invasion with the re- 
cent one when Admiral Fletcher's 
blue jackets pulled ashore in the face 
of the Mexican Mausers. 

"It was different when we landed 
on March 9, 1847, than when our 
sailors went ashore last week," he 
said. "We drew no fire when we 
were loaded into whaleboats, 65 men 
to a boat, and rowed into the beach 
that hot March day. It was only 
when we tried to take the city that 
we met with the heroic resistance 
which characterized the stand of 
• *»nerM Morales and his men in that 
grst felege. It seems to me that the 
mexicans are a degenerating race. 
Their cowardly manner of warfare, 
which has been so much in evidence 
of late, in no way resembles the spir- 
ies. There were two stone forts, Ft. 
ed when we first pushed into thier 
country so many years ago. Then 
firing from housetops, like Indians. 

"We had come down to Vera Cruz 
harbor on transports and warships, 
about 10,000 of us, to take the city, 
which was then one of the most 
heavilv forfeited of the Mexican cit- 
ies. There wree two stone forts, Ft. 
C onception and Ft. Santiago, besides 
the Castle of San Juan de Ulloa. All 
were equipped with big guns, and 
were strongly garrisoned — General 
Scott was at the head of the army— 



gan our march back into the country 
to surround the city, cutting off from I 
road communication with the interior, j 
while our fleet blockaded the port. 

"I was enlisted in Patterson's Vol- 1 
unteers.

mand of Brigadier General Pillow, 
Colonel Haskell's and Colonel Camp- 
bell's Tennessee Regulars and Colonel 
Wynkoop's Pennsylvania regulars 
pushed back into the sand hills, en- 
countering a few little parties of 
Mexican . troops, who promptly re- 
treated. 

"We marched practically all night, 
and in the morning were near the 
Lime Kiln, which was later occupied j 
by one of our field batteries. As we 
approached the Lime Kiln and a | 
j stone building used as a Mexican j 
i magazine, we were met with a fire I 
j from a body of Mexican troops, and | 
a sharp engagement occurred. It was I 
I my first time under fire. I can re- 
j member how the bullets whizzed over j 
our heads and knocked up the earth j 
I in front of us. Two or three men I 
j were killed and several wounded. 

"We got possession of the maga- 
zine, and later established our field 
hospital there. One incident that I 
never forgot is how a solid shot from 
a Mexican field gun hit Captain Wm. 
Alburtus. He was standing not far 
from me. Suddenly I saw him col- 
lapse. He was shot right in half. It j 
seemed^ as though some invisible ; 
giant had taken out a huge scythe J 
and with a single sweep severed his 
body at the waist, the two parts fall- 
ing in opposite directions. I was hor- 
rified at the sight. 

"From the 9th until the 13th we 
were marching around behind the city 
driving the enemy's outposts and bot- 
tling up the garrison and inhabitants 
behind the city walls. When we had 
finally, drawn our lines, Twiggs hold- 
ing the left extereme at Vergara, two 
miles from the city on the cost, with 
our division in the center, directly be- 
hind the city, r we were pretty well 
tired out. It was terrifically hot, and 
a series of northers had prevented 
the landing from our fleet of mules 
l and provision trains, so we were on 
half rations, which had to be carried 
j by men up into the hills. 

"On the 15th we heard of the vic- 
tory of Buena Vista; then we knew 
j why Santa Anna had not been waiting 
! to fight us on the shore. He had 
I turned away in the direction of the 
j Rio Grande instead. Also we knew 
j that Vera Crdz was practically cut off 
j from outside aid, and that our cam- 
j paign had narrowed down to a mere 
siege of the city. 

"Our supplies of mortars, 40 of 
which had been requested by General 
Scott, but only 10 of which had been 
shipped down from the North, were 
slow in arriving, and while some of us 
went to work digging treuches behind 
the city the rest were busy struggling 
with the cannon that had been land- 
ed, dragging them back through the 
sand to the position which had been 
selected for the planting of our siege 
batteries. 

"On the 17th we were able to land 
provisions, as the northers which had 
been raging had abated, and on the 
18th Phil Kearny's dragoons arrived. 
As I said, I tossed away one of the 
first shovels of earth from the Amer- 
ican mortar pits, which we dug 900 
yards from the city walls. 

"By the 21st our first battery of 
24-i)ounders was ready, and we were 
working on our mortar batteries. We 
then sent — or rather General Scott 
did — a formal demand to General 
Morales, in command of the city, to 
surrender, which he bravely refused 



to do, and on the 22d at 4:15 in the 
afternoon we opened fire. 

"I had been assigned to one of the 
guns in the ten-inch mortar pit No. 2. 
It was from this pit that the first shell 
against the city was fired by Major 
Bankhead. We could see it soar into 
the arir and descend in a great arc 
behind the city wall. A moment later 
we heard the distant, dull report as It 
exploded. 

"From that time on our guns were 
practically never silent for four days. 
We worked in relays, firing at night 
and during the day. Commander 
Perry had sent ashore several thous- 
and sailors and a battery of big guns 
from his vessels, and these did heavy 
execution. The castle and the forts 
replied to us steadily for three days, 
when their ammunition began to give 
out. Some of their shells were effec- 
tive, for at the end of hte battle our 
dead totaled 68 men. I remember 
hearing it going along the lines that 
General Scott had said he would take 
Vera Cruz without the loss of 100 
men, and that he would consider him- 
self the murderer of every one over 
that number who was killed. 

"While our batteries were hard at 
work from the pits, the fleet was 
shelling the city from the harbor. 
The Mexican soldiers made a brave 
fight. They stood to their guns like 
men. We learned afterward that one 
of our shells, entering the magazine 
of Ft. Conception, blew it up, killing 
all in that section of the fort ex- 
cept one man. Another shell entered 
the female infirmary, killing 17 in- 
mates. In yet another section sur- 
geons were operating on a wounded 
man when suddenly a ten-inch shell 
came through the roof and exploded, 
putting out all the lights. When new 
lights were brought it was seen that 
both surgeons and patients had been 
blown to pieces. 

"We fired an average of 180 shots 
an hour during most of the fight. At 
times we increased this number, but 
the order was to stick as near to it 
as possible. On the night of the 26, 
if I remember, the Mexicans sent 
out word that they wanted to parley. 
Before this the foreign Consuls had 
joined in a petition for a truce to 
take the women and children out of 
the city, but we had been forced to 
refuse to grant it on the grounds that 
we had given plenty of notice of our 
intention to bombard, which had been 
ignored by the Consuls. 

"Well, the result of the truce for 
parley was that the Mexicans con- 
sented to surrender on condition that 
they be paroled and that no indigni- 
ties be permitted in the city by our 
forces. General Scott accepted the 
terms, and on the 29th the defenders 
marched out and stacked their arms. 
Then yie went down to the city. 

"It was then I got my first idea of 
what war really was. There were 
500 dead citizens in the city; there 
were 600 dead soldiers. The houses 
were knocked into kindling, and wo- 
men and children lay dea 1 under 
them. There was danger of disease 
breaking out. 

"Houses were filled with wounded, 
whose cries filled the sunlight and 
the dark, alike, in never-ending mon- 
otone. We did what we could to re- 
store order and bring comfort to the 
sufferers. Vera Cruz was ours, and 
that was the price we paid for it."

A Long Full Cape Revealing a Skirt 
Whose Silhouette is No Longer 
Bouffant. 

Taffeta evening wraps, which dur- 
ing the early part of the season were 
content with cape-like ruffles and 
rounded frills, have now evolved 
themselves into out-and-out capes. 
These fall to the knees with a sec- 
ond ripply cape, which falls just over 
the shoulders. 

Another cape-like wrap of taffeta 
for evening wear is bordered with a 
ruffle of doubled taffeta. At the neck 
is a box-pleated ruff of the same silk, 
which looks like a Pierrot ruche. 

The heavy serge cape I have il- 
lustrated is particularly dashing in its 
style and development. The cape is 
very full and godet int heback.andat- 
tached to a vest of Scotch plaid, 
which buttons straight down the 
front. This is a wrap admirably 
suited for the needs of the woman 
who motors, or who expects to spend 
a portion of vacation time coaching 
in the Yosemite or automobiling 
where the altitude or other climatic 
conditions make an extra wrap a ne- 
cessity. 

A cape which is decidedly modish 
for both evening and outdoor wear 
is the long and full Neapolitan cape 
with one corner thrown over the 
shoulder.

GAS METER SHOWING 

GENERALLY CONCLUSIVE 



Holding that the record of a gas me- 
ter must be accepted as conclusive ev- 
idence of the amount of gas consum- 
ed unless there was proof that the me- 
ter was inaccurate, County Judge 
Frank A. Bullock, in Lexington, Wed- 
nesday afternoon gave judgment for 
the defendant in all the cases but one 
in which consumers last winter com- 
plained of their January bills, and sev- 
enteen of them filed suit in the Fay- 
ette court against the Central Ken- 
tucky Natural Gas Company for re- 
covery of what they considered the 
excess over proper charges.

Notwithstand- 
ing this he had received a bill $1.48.

An Ordinance 




Regulate Peddling. 



City Hall, Paris, Ky., May 14, 1914. 
Be it ordained by the Mayor and 
Board of Council of the City of Paris 
Ky.: 

Sec. 55. Every person, who, not be- 
ing a resident of the City of Paris 
sells within the city limits of said 
City of Paris, dry goods, clothing, 
wearing apparel, spectacles, medi- 
cine, lumber, merchandise, or other 
thing, by going from house to house, 
or from one individual to another, or 
by hawking or crying the sale there- 
of or otherwise inducing purchasers 
to come to them, shall first procure a 
license so to do, the amount of which 
shall be $10.00 per day, and if any 
person violates the foregoing ordi- 
nance such person shall for each 
offense be fined not less than $1.00 nor 
more than $50.00. 

The foregoing license shall be re- 
quired in cases where the sale is 
made by sample or an order taken for 
future delivery either by the seller 
or by agent, as well as where the ar- 
ticle is delivered at the time of such 
sale. But this section shall not be 
construed to apply to traveling sales- 
men, who sell only to merchants or 
dealers for retail purposes, nor to res- 
idents of Bourbon County who have 
bona fide taken out milk or huckster 
wagon license.
